WHIRL OF THE WIND. 


Damage Done by the Tornado in 


Ohio. 
INCIDENTS OF THE GREAT STORM, 


The Smoke Stack of a Locomotive Blown 
Off—Chimneys and Trees Thrown — 
to the Ground.

ToLeno, September 7,—The tornado which 


visited this section yesterday originated in| 


southern Michigan. It first struck Sylvan 

@ village ton miles north of here, blowing 
down two gas well derricks and wrenching @ 
boiler from its brick foundation. Three horses 
in @ pasture were killed by falling trees. 2 
tall trees were leveled. One farmer had fi 

acres of fine timber all blown down. A brick 


school house, at Michie, was destroyed. The | 


track of the tornade was south by east from 
here along the line of the Toledo and Ohio 
railroad, and is from one to two hundred yards 
wide. No fences or tall trees are standing. 
Corn is seattered and houses and barns are 
unroofed for miles. At Waterville, and other 
villages to the southward, much damage Was 
done and the total damage will amount to 


many thousand dollars. No loss of life iste- | 


ported. 

The slate roofs of a wumber of buildings were 
badly damaged and the towering chimneys of 
the main building of the insane asylum were 
blown down, crushing in the roof. The total 
loss to the insane asylum is $8,000. Dr. Em» 
bury, assistant superintendent of the asylum, 
was driving into the grounds at the time. His 
wife and little daughter were with him, His 
buggy was overturned and all three were 
thrown out, The doctor held’on to the horse, 
which, with the vehicle, was lifted and carried 
several rods. His wife and child were carried 
over a hundred feet and dropped into a ditch 
of two feet of water, from which they were res- 
cued unhurt. The Wabash train met the cen- 
ter of the tornado and the smoke stack of the 
locomotive was carried off. 


Storms in New York. |

Amos Carroll was lifted off his feet by the 
wind, thrown against a barrel, twenty-five feet 
distant and killed. Two other men were 
severely injured, and four heuses and barns 
were destroyed and crops suffered atly. 
A heavy storm, doing considerable damage, 
is reported from Saratoga, Binghampton and 
other places in the state. 


NATURAL GAS IN 


TOLEDO. 


The People Have a Jubilee on Its First 
Trial. 

Toxvepo, 0., September 7.—Tonight was de- 
voted to anatural gas jubilee in honor of the 
arrival of the new fuel in Toledo, it being 
piped from Hancock and Wood connty fields, 
and staud pipes were erected on the principal 
street corners, each bearing a roaring torch of 
flame as big as a haystack, burning under a 
pressure of 300 pounds to the square inch, 
which makes the city as light as day. A 
grand open-air meeting was held, the audience 
numbering fully 5,000 people. Mayor Hamil-

In the course of his speech, Mr. Hayes rénttl 
@ communication, written in reply to his own 
inquiry, from Professor Edward Orton, state 
geologist? regarding the permanency of the 
natural gas supply. Professor Orton thinks 
the supply will finally fail, but that it will be 
years before there is any diminution of the 
present production from the deep strata. He 
declared, emphatically, that the supply in the 
great fields of northwestern Ohio and Indiana 
will last much longer than the/Pittsburg field, 
because swells of Trenton field, which 
acts as reservoirs for the gas, cover hundreds 
of square miles, while in Pennsylvania they 
are of much less extent, the comparison being 
the same as between an isolated mountain and 
& vast mountain plateau. Professor Orton 
expressed the opinion that cities that have once 
used this fuel will never go back to coal, but 
their plans will be perfected for making fuel 
gas from coal very cheaply, so that it will be 
more economical to use than coal, the use of 
which he anathemizes as very wasteful, un- 
clean and unhealthy. 


EXPLOSION OF NAPTHA. 


Five MenpKilled and a Large Warehouse 
Burned. 


Boston, September 7.—At about ten o’clock 
this merning, a schooner loaded with naptha 
was lying near the wharf opposite John H. 
Cunningham ’s great oil store, near the Chelsea 
end of Chelsea bridge. Four men were on deck 
and one below. Suddenly there was a puff of 
black smoke and then a tremendous explosion, 
and a man on the bridge saw the deck of the 
vessel rise into the air. In the midst of flame 
and smoke were the bodies of four men. They 
were hurled high above the schooner and then 
fell back into the flames. The fifth man 
jumped overboard and was drowned, The 
tlames quickly spread to Cunningham’s store- 
house, which was soon destroyed. Meanwhile 
the burning hull drifted around against the 
drawbridge and burned away thedraw. This 
shut off the Boston fire department and pre- 
vented them getting to the Chelsia side. The 
storehouse was 150 feet long by 50 wide and 
four stories high. It was filled with oil. 


THEY WILL NOT MIX. 


How the New Public School Law is Evaded 
in Ohio. 

CincInnAtTr, September 7.—The law abol- 
ishing separate schools for colored pupils in 
Ohio, has been obeyed tn some places by keep- 
ing colored schools open as before, but designa- 
ting them as branches or district schools. At 
Lebanon, Ohio, upon the opening of the 
schools, a colored teacher found himself prac- 
tically deserted, all his pupils having gone to 
the white school for enrollment. 

The same thing happeued at Oxford, Ohio, 
where white pupils have become displeased 
with the invasion and some have left school 
until the matter is settled. 


The Kevolution In Central America. 

PANAMA, Via GAtvesTon, September 7.— 
The Star and Herald says: The revolutionary 
force under Bahona last night surprised and 
took possession of Port Haunion. The garri- 
son was betrayed by two officers. The fight 
between fhe revolutionists and government 
troops is reported to have been very severe. 
One thousand government troops left the cap- 
ital today under General Amaya, but it will 
take them two days to reach Port Haunion. 
A general rising is feared in San Salvyadore, 
Guatemala and Honduras. 

Large Fire at Patterson, N. J. 

PATERSON, N. J.,September 7.—Fire start 
ed this morning in Joseph Jackson's silk mill, 
which is in a part of the Grant locomotive 
works budding, and soon communicated to 
every part of the building. Of the Grant 
works nothing remains but the erecting shop, 
foundry and a part of the new machine shop. 
The loss is estimated at $150,000, and 600 men 
are thrown out of employment. The loss to 
the silk factory is $15,000; insured. One hun- 
dred and twenty silk operatives are thrown out 
of work. Theorigin of the fire is unknown.

He Will Visit His Estate in Hungary—Trea- 
sonable Plots. 

Bucuarest, September 7.—It is reported 
here that Prince Ferdinand will shortly make 
@ visit of several weeks’ duration to his estate 
in Hungary. The report is received with 
much surprise as it was thought it was all ar- 
ranged that Princess Clementine, mother of 
Prince Ferdinand, would go to Sofia, where a 
brilliant court would be established. 

Lonpon, September 7.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Sofia’ says that officials have 
arrested several adherents of ex-Premier 
Radoslauoff, who is reported to have been ar- 
rested at Varna in consequence of the dis- 
covery of treasonable plots.

Burial of the Victims. 

Exeter, England, September7.—A_ public 
funeral of the victims of the Theater Royal 
fire, took place today. There were fifty-two 
cofiins, containing identified bodies, and four- 
teen coffins containing remains which were 
out of all human shape. The streets through 
which the funeral procession passed were lined 
by silent crowds.

Annual Sessicn in Washington City—Ad& 
dress of President Glennan. 


Wasuinoeton, September 7. — The Irish 
Catholic Benevolent union convened in annual 
session today, President Michael Glennan, of 
Norfolk, Va., in the chair. The other officers 
are: First vice-president, John A. le, of 
Lancaster, Pa.; second vice-president, Morrig 
Call, of Jeffersonville, Ind.; treasuren,. Rev. 
James Henry, of St. §@Lonis; and secretes 
Martin J. Griffin, of Philadelphia. The uniof 
was organized in Dayton, O., in 1869, and now 
comprises about 17,000 members. elegated 
were present from many eastern states and 
Canada. Before the meeting began mass wa@ 
attended in a body. A committee was ap- 
winted toconfer with the president as to when 
it would be convenient for members to call and 
pay their respects to him. Thesecretary’s report 
showed that $545 had been collected for the 
Irish parliamentary fund and $358 for the 
Charleston sufferers. An effort to enroll $2,- 
000 members in the organization so that $508 
might be paid the heirs at the death of mem- 
bers proved unsuccessful, only about half that 
number being secured. The total amount thus 
far paid on the death of members aggregates 
$16,465. « President Glennan, in the course of 
his opening address, referred to the bright 
prospects for the home rule part 
and expressed the hope thatthe flag of Erin 
would soon float over a free country. As 
American citizens, members of the union, he 
said, sympathized with the efforts made for 
the freedom of Ireland. These references 
were warmly applauded. He said that while 
they were one in faith, they were also ong 
incommon love of this country, where free- 
dom of conscience was secured to all citizens. 
He congratulated the members upon living in 
such a country and in such an age. In another 
city of this great country, he said, there is now 
in session a convention of German Catholics, 
He thought that he spoke the common senti- 
inent of the representatives of this organiza- 
tion in extending to them the best wishes of 
this union in their efforts to advance the cause 
of Catholicity. While members of this union 
revere and love the land of their nativity and 
their ancestry, still they recollect they are

MR. McLENDON’S BILL. 


His Plan for the Disposal of the State’s 
: Convicts. 


The bill introduced yesterday by Mr. Mc 
Lendon, of Thomas, is an important one. 

Its purpose is to amend and perfect the pres- 
ent law under which the convicts of the state 
were leased. e 

In view of the possible cancellation of the 

resent lease contracts it provides that, as the 
eases or hiring of the convicts under the act 
of February 25, 1876, may be vacated or an- 
nulled, and as convicts may require to be dis- 
posed of by the governor, that it shall be the 
duty of the governor, before he disposes 


of any convicts by lease, to issue 
his proclamation announcing that a given 
number of convicts, stating therein how 


many, are to be disposed of by the state. 

If within thirty days after the date of such 
proclamation any county, through its duly 
constituted authorities, shall advise the gov- 
ernor that a grand jury of said county has re- 
quested the same, the governor shall order all 
penitentiary convicts from said county deliv- 
ered to the proper officials of said county; only 
however, upon the following condition, namely, 
that said county has made due and satisfactory 
preparation for the safe keeping and punish- 
inent by hard labor, of said convicts. 
All convicts coming into the custody of the 
state by the vacation of any lease contract, and 
not asked for under the provisions of this act 
by any county, shall be leasedjby the governor 
under the provisions of the act of February 
25th, 1876. In the event any county exercises 
the right herein granted of keeping its own 
convicts, all convicts from said county at that 
time in the penitentiary and all convicts tried 
therein and sentenced to the penitentiary 
within the five vears next succeeding the 
declaration and exercise of such right under 
this act, shall also remain in said county and 
be kept at hard labor. 

No county shall have the right to demand its 
convicts- under this act oftener than once in 
every ve years. <All eonvicts turned over to 
counties shall stand upon the same footing, so 
far as the rights, powers and duties of the gov- 
ernor, principal keeper and princi pe physician 
are concerned, as convicts leased or hired out 
by the state. The governor is to have the 
right by peremptory order te deprive any coun- 
ty of its convicts whenever it shall be made to 
appear to the governor from any reliable 
source Whatever that said convicts are not be- 
ing properly worked and cared for, or are not 
being safely kept. . 

Should any county be deprived ofits convicts. 
by executive order, the governor shall lease 
the same as provided in the act of 1876, or he 
may deliver the same to such lessee as he may 
think best, said lessee paying the same price 
per capita per annum as he may be paying for 
couvicts then under his control. The bil! fur- 
ther provides that convicts leased under and 
by virtue of this act and the act of 1876 shall 

e leased in such numbers as the governor may 
think best, the lessees to give bond in a sum 
equal to as veg * hundred dollars as he may 
have convicts. The condition of the said bond 
shall be-that the lessee will faithfully obey 
all the laws of this state in relation toconvicts, 
and that he will keep and observe all the con- 
ditions ef his contract as well as the conditions 
of this act and of the act of 1876. 

Any bona fide citizen of Grorgia may become 

a lessee, and the convicts may be put at any 
work consistent with their safe keeping and 
punishment at hard labor. <A! bids shall state 
where and how convicts are to be employed, 
and when leased they can only be moved upon 
the order of the governor. : 

Lie bill further provides for the appoint- 
ment by the governor of a board of prison com- 
missioners, whose duties shall be to visit all 
camps, appoint wardens and prescribe their 
duties and assign them to the different camps. 
No warden is permitted to remain longer at 
one cap than three months, and they are to 
make daily, weckly ormonthly reperts, or all 
these as the prison commissioners may require. 
No convict is to be punished without the 

written consent of a warden, and upon failure 
to consent to the panishment of a convict 
when in the epinion of the prison commission- 
ers said eonvict should lave been punished, 


: ; A 
subjects the warden to immediate discharge. 


So, if the warden consents. to punishment, 
when, in the opimon of said commissioners, 
said convict should not have been 
punished this likewise subjects him te imme- 
diate discharge. The wardens are to specify 
the amount of punishment to be inflicted. 
Their salaries are to be fixed by the prison 
cominissioners and are not to exceed sixty dol- 
Jars per month. 

The comn.issioners are five in number and 
their salary is fixed at $1,500 each. They are 
required to make full reports to the governor. 
All salaries are to be paid from the hire of the 
coyvicis. ‘These are the main features of the 
bill. 
It provides greater protection to convicts from 
harsh and cruel treatment at the hands of 
whipping bosses. No punishment can be in- 
flicted while in the heat of passion. The bru- 
tality of whipping bosses is the grievous abuse 
of the present system, and under Mr. McLen- 
don’s bill, this will be ct orga The food 
and treatment generally of convicts will be un- 
der the eye of a warden, and abuses will hard- 
For any punishment, or the 
infliction of any bodily pain, except by the ap- 
proval of the warden, a forfeiture of the lease 
is worked. 

The purpose of the bill is to render it as 
nearly impossible as practicable for the abuses 
of the present system to be repeated under any 
lease the governor may hereafter make. 

If mony counties take their convicts, espe- 
cially the larger counties, like Fulton, Rich- 
mond, Chatham, Bibb and Muscogee,the num- 
her of Convicts to be leased will be greatly rs- 
duced,

He was at no expense in seeding it, as the 
native grasses of our climate make the most 
excelent hay, It wasallowedto grow until 
about the 20th of August, when it had at- 
tained the height of over three feet. A mower 
was used in cutting it and when weighed the 
yield was 4,851 pounds per acre, or two tons 
and nearly one-half. At 75 cents per hundred 
the crop is worth $36.36 per acre.

Mr. George's theory is that man can have 
no property in land because man found it 
here when he came, justas he found the 
air and the sunshine. Hecan neither add 
to nor take from it, therefore he can have 
mo right toit and notitle init. Property 
in land being wrong, all our ideas of polit- 
ical economy are wrong. This is Mr. 
George's theory, and he contends that to 
abolish private ownership in land is to pro- 
vide a remedy for poverty and all the misery 
that is the outgrowth of poverty. 

A great many sensible people have been 
misled by Mr. George’s arguments, but if 
his theory be correct, itis applicable to a 
great many other things besides land. 
Land, in and of itself, has no value. It is 
worthless until man by his labor has util- 
ized it. Landjthat is unoccupied may havea 
market value, but the measure of that value 
is its possibilities of production when utiliz- 
ed by the labor of man. 

Man found sheep (for instance) in a wild 
@tate. He has utilized ‘them, and he now 
owns them, but the wool on the sheep’s 
back would be worthless if it were not wove 
into various fabrics for the bencfit fof man. 
The George theory is as applicable to own- 
ership in sheep asto ownership in land. 
Here is what the great reformer says in a 
late number of his organ, the Standard: 

What the united labor party and the Anti-poverty 
society, the one as a political and the other as an 
ethical and religious Organization, seek to bring 
about, is simply ‘the practical reeognition of the 
great truth that God made this earth for the use of 
the men whom be made to live in it; each genera- 
tion niflizing tne sich inheritance in turn, and leav- 
ing it unimpaired to its successors. This end they 
propose to accomplish by Une taxation of land values;

This is very fine, but itis very vague. The 
“rich inheritance” is rich simply because it 
has been made so by man’s industry, and 
the value of land isdue solely to its utiliza- 
tion and to the possibilities that it offers im 
that direction. So that, after all, Mr. 
George’s tax would fall not on land, which 
has no value of its own, but on man’s in- 
dustry, which has given the land value. 

Mr, George’s.system of land taxation con- 
templates the equalization of man’s labor 
and industry, which is only another form of 
socialism. It is not a vicious form, indeed, 
for the simple reason that it is utterly im- 
practicable. As long as the world stands, 
some men’s industry will count for more 
than that of others; aslong as the Almighty 
differentiates individuality in the human 
race some men will be crowned with great 
success, where others fail. This, after all, is 
the whole problem, and Mr. George will 
find it just as difficult to level up individu- 
ality and intelligence by means of a system 
of taxation as it would be to dry up Niagara 
river by dipping water from the Gulf of 
Mexico, 

We are told that Mr. George’s preposter- 
ous theory is very profitable to him. If he 
has ever made a dime out of it he has made 
more than the human race ever will. 
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THERE seems to be some trouble between 
Mahone and Riddleberger on account of 
money loaned.

It was recently charged that the German

His pay asa British soldier enabled 
him to gontribute only fourteen cents a week 
to their support. | 

Pay in the German army is miserably 
low. Privates receive about $6 a month, 
and second lieutenants only about $25. The 
men are required to do hard service, evenin 
times of peace, and are kept under the strict 
discipline which has obtained in the German 
armies since the days of the father of Frede- 
rick the Great. United States regulars get 
the best pay and have the easiest time of 
any troops in the world. —

The recent rise in the price of silver is 
due to various causes—the appreciation of 
India exchange in London, following a large 
increase in the exports of India cotton from 
Bombay to the English markets, and a de- 
mand for funds for Indian railways and 
other improvements. 

Altogether, the outlook for silver is very 
promising. The metal has hitherto been 
under a cloud, and the low price has been 
the result of artificial causes; but Just at 
present, Great Britain is growing tired of 
monometalism. ‘There has been a notion 
in that quarter thatthe United States would 
repeat their experiment of demonetiting 
silver. But England has grown tired of 
waiting for this repetition, and, as Europe 
knows that this country can hold its own 
against the rest of the world in the matter 
of currency, the price of bullion silver has 
gradually appreciated. It may have a 
downward tendency in the near future, but 
when the world once understands that the 
United States have adopted gold and silver 
as their currency for good and all, silver 
even in bullion will hold its par value.

A Neglected Statesman. 

For some time before the recent Pennsyl- 
vania democratic convention assembled Col- 
onel William M. Singerly, editor of the 
Philadelphia Record, was engaged in ad- 
dressing letters to prominent democrats 
throughout the state which were intended 
to influence the action of the convention. 

Colonel Singerly had drawn up a platform 
which he wanted the Pennsylvania demo- 
crats to adopt. It was couched in language 
calculated to carry the impression that the 
colonel was speaking for the Cleveland ad- 
ministration. In his newspaper the col- 
on¢l continually alluded to his wing of the 
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Pennsylvania democracy as the champions 
of the administration, while Mr. Randall 
and his friends were arraigned as the op- 
ponents of the «administration. The con- 
vention met and Mr. Randall carried the 
day. Colonel Singerly, in a masterly edi- 
torial, showed how the Randall men had 
defeated his plans for an indorsement of 
President Cleveland, and how they had 
even gone to the extent of making a cruel 
thrust at the administration. This was 
very wicked of Mr. Randall and his fellow- 
conspirators. It was calculated to bring 
down on the heads of those gentlemen the 
wrath of an offended administration. 
While we were waiting for this work of 
retribution to begin we were startled to 
find in Colonel Singerly’s incorruptible 
paper an exposure of a deplorable prostitu- 
tion of patronage, It {showed how within 
the few days since the convention no less 
than twelve appointments had been made 
in the Philadelphia mint in return for ser- 
vices rendered to Mr. Randall at Allentown.

Adopting the American Policy. 

Russia has just taken a long stride for- 
ward, Under a line of taxation dictated by 
the czar she will in future protect her home 
producers from foreign competition. In 
other words, she has adopted the protective 
tariff policy, with additional special taxes 
directed against all foreigners who seek to 
compete with Russian producers and traders.

_A LADY HAS A FRIGHTFUL TIME, 


A Negro Attempts to Enter Her House 
and Nearly Succeeds—The Officers 
Could Not Find Him. 


.“My God! Help,help! Is there no one 
here to help me?” were cries which attracted 
the attention of Patrolmen Abbott and Taylor, 
who were on duty in the rear of the fourth 
ward. 

The voice was evidently that of a woman.

The tone 
indicated distress, and the officers hurried for- 
ward but befere they had gone far 
the calls ceased. Fearing that some 
one had been dealt with foully the officers did 
not abandon their search because the cries had 
ceased, but with a renewed vigor continued. 
After walking up and down the railroad tracks 
awhile without finding anything they went to 
Decatur street and standing upon the sidewalk 
in front of Mrs. Muse’s residence and near 
Mrs. Kelly’s residence, found a half dozen men 
in whose midst 

AN EXCITED LADY 
stood, repeating a distressing story. 

Walking into the crowd the officers asked for 
an explanation. ; 

, What is the matter? Is that what you are 
asking ?’’ said one of the crowd. ‘Then I’ll 
tell you. Just a moment ago a large negro 
man,jet black and shabbily dressed, walked up 
to Mrs. Muse’s door and attempted to break in, 
and that is what’s the matter. Didn’t you 
hear her call?”’ 

The officers heard the statemeut and then 
began investigating. Mrs. Muse resides on 
Decatur street two or three doors west of 
Yonge street, and during the early part of the 
night is often left alone with her children. 
Shortly before ten o’clock, while the lady was 
in her sitting room reading, some one knocked 
at the front door. Being alone, Mrs. Muse 
was timid about going to the door, and did not 
move until the knocking was 

REPEATED SEVERAL TIMES. 

Finally when she placed one hand upon the 
door knob and the other upon the key prepar- 
atory to opening, she asked: 

“Who is that?’ 

A loud knock, accompanied by a vigorous 
shake of the door, was the answer. 

“Who is that, I ask again?’ said the lady, 
beginning to become frightened. 

A louder knock and a harder shake were the 
answer. 

“If you don’t tell me who you are,”’ said the 
lady, “‘I’ll sheot you.” ‘ 

“I’m a messenger boy with a telegram, I 
say,’’ replied the person on the outside. 

Considerable emphasis on the last two words 
induced the lady to think that she had failed to 
hear what the man had said, and at the same 
time it allayed her fears somewhat.

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Crop REPORT 
For the Month of September, Compiled by 

the Agricultural Departinent. 

The prospect of the growing crops up to the 
latter part of the month of July indicated the 
largest production of cotton and corn fer many 
years, and in many localities, as stated by cor- 
respondents, the largest that has ever been 
known. After the excessive rains of July the 
reports received on the first of August, tmdi- 
cated more than an average crop for the state, 
of both corn and cetton. Since that date the 
crops have fallen off materially in prespective 
yield. The ecreps on alluval bottoms, subject 
to overtiow, in many pertions of middle and 
southern Georgia, have been almost totally 
destroyed. 

COTTON, 

The condition and prospect September 1 is: 
In north Georgia 93, in middle Georgia 81, in 
southwest Georgia 74, in east Georgia 75, in 
southeast Georgia 86, and inthe whole state 
The average for the state falls 19 poiuts 


The counties, owing to local differences in 
seasons, vary widely in estimates of prospec- 
tive yielcs, some falling as lowas 60 while 
others go as high as 125. The heaviest rains of 
July and August were within a zone of seventy- 
five or one hundred miles in width, following 
closely the direction of the Chattahoochee 
river in its course across the state, with its

At the depot the contest 
ended, and afterit was over Parker appeared 
considerably worsted, while Mr. Whitsett's 
boot needed another toe.
